PARIS — Princess Diuna, who had 
been striving a build a new public and 
private life after her turbulent divorce,

after going into cardiac arrest, doctors 
told a itospiial news conference.

Big-city homicide comes to Magic Valley small towns 

37 VICTIMS m LAST 5 YEARS

TWIN FALLS - Tliiny-sovcn victims, 

Since 1993, thirty-seven Magic Valley 
people have been victims of homicides. 
Tlie cases run the gamut: multiple slay- 
,«ing.s; murder-suicides; domestic violence- 
related slayings; homicides stemming 
from fights; pu:^ing, unsolved crimes. 

Tlic nddre.s.scs too are all over the map. 
Bigcity crime has hit Magic Valley ham- 
lets such as Rogerson and Shoshone, 
Hansen and Heybum. 

One of the most tragic tilings abmu a 
homicide - especially in rural areas - is 
the chill and devastation it can ctiasc an 
entire community. 

“It really rattles the family members’ 
and the community members’ sense of 
safety,” said Dr. Connie Best, a clinical 
psychologist with the National Crime 
Victims Research and Treatment Center 
in Charleston, S.C. "Because communi- 
ties are smtill, there’s a chance that many 
people know the murder victim.

WASHINGTON — Mystery 
surrounds her. 

She moves freely and visibly at 
the center of the capital’s social 
swirl, yet .she remains elusive. In 

a city that thrives on gossip 

vicious, malicious and fractious 
— she is indubitably out-of- 
bounds. 

Where Chelsea Clinton is con- 
cerned, a city of svagging tongues 
has closed its mouth. Tight. 

“There’s an unwritten rule that 
everybody respects: Everybody 
knows that you don’t talk about 
Chelsea," said one friend of the 
Clintons, who, of course, asked 
not CO be identified. 

Talk? There’s barely a whisper 
of the 17-year-old first dauglitcr 
who has grown up right under 
our noses. 

But not before our eyes. 

She is, in an odd way, a wide- 
open secret. Even the media, 
scorned by her parents on other 
matters, have honored their 
desire that CheLsen grow up free 
from the constant scrutiny that 
has doomed many in this town. 

For four and-n-half years now, 
Chelsea Victoria Clinton has gone 
to school, learned to drive, per- 
formed ballet, dated, attended 
slumber parties and dances and, 
presumably, made adolescent 
mistakes with little of the fanfare 
that goes to the heads of celebri- 
ties much older than herself. 

Her father-thc-president and 
her mother-the-first-lady insLitcd 
they be allowed to raise her qui- 
etly, and for once, this very 
abnormal chy-in-a-fishbuwl 
acquiesced. 

The undeniable result; The 
17-yonr-old headed (or 
Stanford University in 
September is poised, sclb 
assured and talented, bright 
and as down-to-earth as a presi- 
dent’s daugliter — or anyone's 
daughter — could be. 

A feat for .someone who spent 
nearly her entire life in the 
Arkansas governor’s mansion 
and the White House. 

“Tltc universal feeling is this is 
a child who has been in the pub- 
lic eye her whole life and has 
emerged as a nice child," said 
Marjorie Margolics-Mczvinsky, 
head of the Women’s Campaign 
Fund and a Clinton family friend. 
“She's not braity. Tlic stories arc 
legion in the White House. She 
<locsn't take anything for grant- 
ed." 

: When her friends snack in the 
^Vhite House kitchen, Chelsea 
" insists that they, not the staff, do 
..the dishes. 

When her father was preparing 
his mo.st recent State of the 
Union addrcs.s, Chel.sea called an 
aide in his office to sec if there 



was an extra ticket so she could 
attend. 

Praise for Chelsea is as univer- 
sal as it gets in the backbiting 
world of politics. Even those ivho 
don't hesitate to blast Clinton on 
welfare or health care soften 
their tone when the subject is his 
only child. 

“I do not agree with all the 
jobs they’ve done," said Hodding 
Carter, wlio worked for President 
Jimmy Carter and is now a jour- 
nalism professor at the 
University of Maryland. 
“‘I’hey’ve done this job very well. 
I'm astonished." 

No one disputes the closeness 
of the three members of the First 
Family, or the parents’ commit- 
ment to their child. The Clintons 
were fixtures at parcnt.s’ niglits 
at the Sidwell Friends School 
here, and the pre.sident frequent- 
ly boasts that his daughter can 
"count on one hand” the number 
of things he's missed in her life 
“and have fingers left over." 

Other presidents, including 
Carter and John F. Kennedy, 
have used their children to soften 
their own images and make them 
seem more like their constituents 
in America's hoaitland. Who can 
forget seeing little John-John 
play beneath (he desk in the 
Oval Office? Or hearing about 
Amy Carter's concept of nuclear 
proliferation? 

From the ston, the Clintons set 
out to be different. So successful 
were they at shielding. Chelsea 
that, during the early months of 
the 1D92 presidential campaign, 
most Americans thought the 
Arkansas couple was chilwess. 

Seeking to sec the record 
straight, the Clintons allowed 
Chelsea to emerge briefly, first in 
a family photo for People maga- 
zine, then in a video and in per- 
son at the Democratic National 
Convention. But, at the awlovord 
age of 12, with her mop of friay 
hair and a mouthful of braces,

At the White House, the mere 
utterance of Chelsea’s name 
makes aides nervous.

women who fall all over each 
other trying to make President 
Clinton look good abruptly dam 
up at a quciy about his ^ild. 

“Everyone in the White House 
knows this is the one thing that 
could get them Hrcd," one insid- 
er said. 

White House aides and cam- 
paign consultants have learned 
the fniitlessncss of suggesting 
that Chelsea be used for political 
gain. Last year, a proposal that 
Chelsea introduce her father at 
the Democratic convention was 
discarded before her mother's 
office, which handles (read; 
rejects) requests for her time 
ever got wind of it. 

Occasionally, Chelsea has 
peeked out from behind her cur- 
tain. Last summer, it was she, not 
her mother, who stood by her 
father's side waving to boisterous 
crowds from the rear platform of 
a campaign train headed from 
West Virpiua to the Democratic 
convention in Chicago. 

Her father's second presiden- 
tial inauguration in January was 
seen by some as a kind of nation- 
al coming-out party for the ihcn- 
16-year-old. Indeed, the tall, 
graceful teen drew attention to 
herself on national telcsision by 
shedding her blue-f^ay coat and 
revealing a matching mini-skirt 
as she and her parents marched 
toward a parade reviewing stand. 

Ttvo months later, while tour- 
ing Africa with her mother, 
Chelsea eloquently fielded ques- 
tions from local teens.

“On the one hand, the coun 
recognized that the punitive 
damages were in no way rational 
or reasonable, ~ said John 
Seigenthaler, chairman of the 
First Amendment Center at 
Vanderbilt University. 

“On the other hand, the court 
has Slid in effect that if journal- 
ists are to pursue what has been 
a time-honored tradition of using 
surreptitious means to gain 
access to information in the pub- 
lic interest, (they) must i>e Hill- 
ing to take on the mantle of dsil 
disobedience,” Seigenthaler 
said. 

U.S. District Judge Carlton 
Tilley ruled Friday that Capital 
Ciiies-/VBC Inc isill have to pay 
Food Lion 5315,000 rather than 
the 55.5 million awarded by ^ 
jury for a hidden-camera carpose 
that accused the gn<ery cliain of 
selling rat-gnawed cheese and 
rotting meat. 

Tilley said the difference 
between the jury’s compeasatory 
damage award of 51,402 and the 
multimillion dollar punitive 
judgment H-as too great. He gave 
Food Lion 14 days to accept the 
reduced judgrnent or face a retri- 
al on the punitive damages por- 
tion of the case. 

David Logan, a professor of 
media law at Wake Forest 
University, said the decision to 
slash more than 90 percent of 
F(»d Lion’s verdict shouldn't be 
read as a clear-cut vicioiy for 
journalism. 

Tilley “accurately prediaed" 
what higher courts would rule: 
reporters aren't immune from 
statu law, Logan said.

Every academic year brings tragic stories fr6m college campuses

■Ilierc’s not a fraternity to be 
found thai says it wants its would- 
be members to drink until they 
have to be wheeled home in shop- 
ping carts, until they wind up poi- 
soned by alcoiiol, or comatose, or 
dead. 

The colleges all have policies 
and alcohol education programs 
in place. Greek organiziitions take 
pains to educate their members 
tm how to sers'e alcohol responsi- 
bly. It’s a Hire freshman who can 
escape the first two weeks of 
scIkxiI without having the mantra 
of safety and responsibility 
dnimmed into his or her head by 
an administrator or peer coun- 
selor or resident adviser. 

"IVedoa for of education,” said 
Shane McGocy, Drexel Univer- 
sity’s director of Creek life, who 
iminied to the alcohol awareness 
program that all freslimen rc-ceivc 
in seminars during their first few 
weeks at scIkwI, and the iniining 
that fraternity and sorority lead- 
ers receive about ilieir responsi- 
bilities as host.s. “And liiat educa- 
tion is going on nationally.” 

But the nature of youth doesn’t 
change much. And, despite a 
world of good intentions, 
tragedies still occur. 

• Police called to a fraternity 
house at Louisiana State 
University in Baton Rouge early 
Tuesday found a pile of pledges 
pas-sed out on the fltKtr. llircc had 
to be hospitaliited. A fourth — 20- 
year-old Benjamin Wyjine — was 
dead Auihuriiies say that he had 
spent the niglii drinking at an off- 
campus bar and that liis blood- 
alcohol level was .S88, nearly .six 
times the legal limit of .10 for 
dntnken driving. 

It's a .sad story, but by no means 
unitjue- livery academic year 
brings a series of storie.s of young 
men and women who drank until 
they died; or drank until they fell 
off a roof, or out a window; or 
until they passed out and choked 
to death on their vomit. 

It happens at public imiversi-' 
lies and private colIege.s, big-city 
schools and small rural ones. In 
the pa.st few years, it happened to 
a/young man at Villanova 
■^University (he died after drink- 
ing. then trying to slide down a 
17-foot bannister), and a young 
woman at Pennsylvania State 
University (she died after drink- 
ing, then falling out of an off-cam- 
pus higii-risc window). 

At the University of Idaho in 
1993, 19-ycar-old Rcjena Coglilan 
of Spokane fell from a fire escape 
at the Alpha Phi .sorority house 
after drinking; she wa.s paralj-zed 
from tlie waist do\m. 

In 199S, Harvard University 
released a landmark study of 
more than 17,000 college stu- 
dents, who’d all been promised 
anonymity, which suggested that 
going on frequent benders is as 
much a part of college life as 
exams and scary dorm food. Of 
that number, half of the men and 
39 percent of the women said 
they'd binged on Iwoze in the pre- 
vious two weeks (“binge drink- 
ing" is defihed as five or more 
drinks in one sitting for men, four 
ormorefor women). 

College administrators know 
what they're up against — years 
of tradition, an attitude that col- 
lege is a time to party, young peo- 
ple's belief that they’re bullet- 
proof, and that all of the 
kamikaze shots and Jagermcister 
in ilie world won’t give them any- 
tiling worse than a hangover. 

Last year, Lehigh University 
was one of six schools picked by 
the Robert Wood Johnson 
Foundation to be part of a five- 
year national campaign against 
binge drinking. John Smeaton, 
the vice provost for student 
affairs, said the Bethlehem sdiool 
would use the rime and the more 
than $800,000 in grant money to 
attempt a "cultural transforma- 
tion," until the college social 
experience no longer has tUcohol 
at its center. 

For now, resident advisers and 
educators talk to students about 
good judgment and responsibility, 
and what will happen if they 
break the school’s rules or the 
state's laws. There are limits on 
when fraternities can have par- 
ties, rules about ivho’s alloivcd to 
attend them, and controls intend- 
ed to minimize the chances for 
people to abuse alcohol 
"But it’s nf)t a perfect system," 
said Smeaton, acknowledging 
iliat there is little college adnrinis- 
trators can do to regulate off-cam- 
pus bars and package stores, or 
what students do behind dosed 
doors. "If a student is bent on 
drinJdng, that student's going to 
find a w-ay to drink."

R/MS, Algeria (AF) — Ik'hind a 
door blasted away with explo- 
sives, the blood of wedding party 
celebrants mars freshly painted 
while walls and soaks a dish of 
couscous ready to l>e served. 

Charred homes, cafes and 
shops and doors broken down by 
marauders or left open by fleeing 
victims are what’s left of Rais, 
where witnesses and hospital 
officials say 300 people were 
slauglttered Friday, llie carnage 
appears to be the worst of 
Algeria's S 1/2-year Islamic insur- 
gency. 

Algerian soldiers guarded Rais 
on Saturdtiy as a handful of sur- 
vivors returned.

Iwhind it. 

Tlie violence ha.s been escalat- 
ing in recent months, with 1300 
deaths since early June. But 
Friday’s bloodletting appeared 
to be the deadliest so far. 

Tlie attackers followed a famil- 
iar pattern: They descended on 
an isolated hamlet in the middle 
of the night and with crude 
weapons sliced 30*3 hacked rcsi- 
dems to death. 

Tlie target was Rais, 15 miles 
south of the capital. Witnesses 
.said attackers entered homes to 
wake victims and slit their 
throats. 

Many were decapitated. 
Severed heads lay on doorsteps 
The streets were full of corpses. 

The government, which rarely 
comments on specific attacks 
and often .seeks to minimize the 
death toll, gave an offirial count 
of 98 killed and 120 wounded. 

Another 47 people were 
slashed to death before dawn 
Friday in the farming village of 
Maalba, about 120 miles south- 
east of Algiers, and in the Frais 
Vallon neighborhood in the hills 
above the capital, villagers and 
hospital sources said. 

Last week, the Paris-based 
news weekly Jcunc Afrique 
linked the surge in attacks to 
ceporied talks between Algeria's 
miliiat^'-backod regime and the 
Islamic Salvation Front. The

PRAGUE, Czech Republic 

The approaching new nuUennium 
has gotten some people thinking. 
Where will be the best place to 
party? Will all those zeros moke 
my computer crash? Should I be 
catching the next comet out of 
here? 

It has also gotten some people 
T-BM-N-K-I-N-G - the I-think- 
tfaerefore-I-am variety of nimina- 
cion. ^Vbat has manl^d learned 
from its mistakes? How can we 


reconcile the victories of science 
with philosophical truth? What 
can we recommend for future civ- 
ilizations? 

This week, about 60 of the 
world’s thinkers extraordinaire 
will convene here in the Czech 
capital at the invitation of Czech 
President Vaclav Havel and 
Nobel Peace Prize laureate Elie 
Wiescl. It is unlikely they will 
dwell upon bookings for New 
Year’s Eve, 1999. The agenda of 
Forum 2000 is as heady as its 
guest list is brainy. 


"This will be the task of the 
participants at Forum 2000: To 
review what we have learned 
about ourselves and each other 
and to propose alternatives for 
the future,” Havel said in 
announcing the one-of-a-kind 
gathering. 

The chosen thinkers include 
Nobel laureates, authors, politi- 
cians, scientists, professors, jour- 
nalists and clergy. After aban- 
doning the original notion of 
inviting only Nobel winners, 
Havel and Wiescl insisted there 


be no cookie-cutter criteria for 
participants, just a passion — 
and proven record — of tliinking 
big. Ordinary Joes need not 
apply. 

The Dalai Lama, the religious 
leader of Tibet, is expected, as is 
Thor Heyerdahl, the Norwegian

O n a clciir day you cm 
see Cold Mountain 
from hens. What 
Charles Frazier eJU 
its "blue bulk" is about 
40 miles yonder. And Americans 
by the hundreds of thousands are 
traversing the “clouded, humped" 
terrain hereabouts by reading 
Frazier’s spcUbimling novel “Cold 
Mountain.” 

The story of the nos el’s success 
- it is eurrontJy the best -selling 
wrk of fiaion -speaks w-ell of 
the nation’s literary taste and the 
publi.shers, nniewers and book- 
sellers who sluipc and sen e iL 
This is a story like the one die 
novel tells, one of regional and 
local particularities, with national 
resonance. 

Frazier, 46, who toiled on this, 
his first novel, for six years, lii-es 
over near Raleigh, where he and 
his wife raise horses and a daugh- 
ter. His noi'cJ takes readers on a 
long, eventful, sometimes harroiv- 
ing walk from a Confederate hos- 
pital in Raleigh to the mountain 
late in 1H64. It is a trek Frazier 
imagines for his great-great-uncle 
Inman, who, like his namesake in 
the novel. left the Confedcraic 
cause after Peterslnirg. Inman’s is 
a w;dk on the ivild side, thrnugli a 
semifrontier society on the losing 
side of a war. Tlic murderous 
Teague and the Home Guard, and 
some of the book’s da^cst 
moments come from the liistori- 
cal record. 

"Cold .Mountain" is not a Ctsil 
War nos'cl like, say, Midiael 
Shaara’.s "Tlie Killer Angels.”

City promises to look before it buys into Old Towne plan

TWIN FALLS - Critics of a plan to 
m'ovc Twin Falls' rail switcliing yard 
warn that the city may take over a 
Pandora's Ixjx of environmental horrors 
if it buys the Old Towne rail >-ard. 

“If tile city buys these railroad tracks, 
it wilt inherit a horrendous cleanup 
issue,” pro- 
ject oppo- ■ 
nent Terry 
Whitehead 
said. “It will 
be a night- 
mare they 
don't even 
know 
alroui." 

But city 
officials say 
nothing 
could be 
further 
from the 
tnith. 

“We are not going to put the taxpay- 
ers of this community at risk,” City 
Manager Tom Courtney said. “If there’s 
.any significant environmental risk, we 
won't go ahead.” 

Hie potential for hazardous waste in 
the soil below the old (racks is one of 
several contentious Ivsues surrounding a 
proposal to move (he switching yard 
from Old Towne to a site east of the dty. 
The city hopes to lum the Old Towne 
site into a park. 

Nciglilmrs of the new site - south of 
Kimberly Road, between Hankins Road 
and 3300 East - angrily oppose putting a 
switching yard in their neighborhood. 

“I'll lose all the value of my house 
becau.se it would be riglit out my front 
door,” .said Whitehead, who lives on the 
3300 East road, just a stone’s throw 
from the tracks. 

Whitelicad and other critics are 
attacking the proposal on multiple 
fronts, including traffic safety and the 
project’s financing. One key issue is the 
environmental one - the possibility that 
decades of railroad operatioas have left 
the Old Towne site saturated with 
spilled fuel oil .and otlicr chemicals. 

But city officials insist they won’t 


blunder into an expensive mistake 
“Wc aren't going into this without 
taking a look under the hood,” said 
Brad Gilmore, the dty’s environmental 
coordinator. 

That means paying an envinuunental 
consultant upmirds of $30,000 to survey 
the old switdiing yard for hyibocarbons, 
petroleum, heavy metals, volatile organ- 
ic compounds, pesticides and other nas- 
ties that might lurk in the soil 
The sampling and analysis would be 
done accor^ng to standards set by the 
stale Division of Environmental Qiuility. 
If any contaminants arc delected, the 


consultant will provide a detailed esti- 
mate for cleanup costr., Gilmore s.aid. 

At that point, though, “the dty, more 
than likely, would walk away” from the 
land deal, Gilmore said. In that case, 
deaning up the Old Towne yard would 
he a problem for the current owner, 
Ea.steni Idaho Railroad. 

Hie deal might not even get as far as 
the environmental review. Hie railroad 
first must inspect the new site cast of 
town, to make sure it's suitable for a 
new switching yard. Ideally, the railroad 
hopes for at least 10 feet of topsoil, 
President Mike Klaus said. 


"If we find a little rock, and it costs 
$20,000 to blast it out, we’ll do it." Klaus 
said. “If we find a lot of rock out there 
and it costs $100,000 (to remove), we 
proliably won’t do it.” 

If the railroad deems the new sire- 
unsuitable, llie deal will be off, and the 
city won't need to study ihe oU! swiicli- 
ing yard at all. 

Some critics allege the Eastein Idalio 
Railroad has been a sloppy operator 
that drags its feet on environmental 
cleanup. 

So far, llie railroad lia.s been e.isy to

Burley man remembers camaraderie at CCC camp

BURLEY - Hiree square meals a day, 
warm clothes and a bed were simple 
comfort.s to 19-year-oid Glen Draper. 

He and bis family had bevn so poor 
they lived in two tents without floors 
and gathered coal that fell from trains 
that pa.ssed near their m:ikeshiR home 
north of Burley. Many families in the 
Depression lived without .solid meals 
and a wrxid floor, until 1933. 

Then, about 275,000 young men, 
including one teen-ager from Burley, 
were eagerly employed by the Civilian 
Consers'ation Corps. 

Draper, now 83 and living in Burley, 
doesn’t worry about where he will sleep 
these days. But he still rememlx;rs the 
long-gone days of lim'd vi-ork and cama- 
raderie of the CCC. 

“Back then you fouglit to m.nke a livin' 
and make a family; you fouglit for every- 
thing.” Draper said. "Workin’ hard was 
what you did." 

He worked near Idaho City in the 
Boise National Forest for two years and 
three muntfis, between 1933 and 1935. 
The corps, a government program that 
ran from 1933 to 1941, paid young men 
$30 a month to work in remote, tempo- 
rary camps tluriugliout die Unit^ States. 

“Thirty dollars was a lot of money 
back then,” Draper said. “You could get 
a complete meal for 25 cents.” 

Paru of one such camp still exist next 


to Porcupine Springs campground near 
Magic Mountain tn ihc Sawiooth National 
Forest. Cemem foun^tions lie exposed 
to the clcmcnis svherc more than 200 
young men spent days and nights figluing 


fires, building guard stntioas and anting 
roads out of tile wilderness. 

Though the camps may have long 
since been di-sscmblcd, witli some help, 
their legacy will live on. 


The U.S. Forest Service is e.spaniiiug 
the Forcupiiie campground to accommo- 
date increa.sed use, and as part of die 
expansion, plans to create an interpre- 
tive trail that will illustrate what CCC 
camps were like and the purpose they 
.served. 

Forest Semce Recreation Tedmician 
Max Yingst said liie work camps are a 
huge part of pulilic land Iiistory. 

“We want to interpret wliai irans])ired 
here," he sniil. "It staggers me when I 
think of the amount of work those men 
did with the e(|uipment they had." 

Most everyone was poor, in one fonn 
or anoiiier, during the Depression. In 
1933 President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt took office and in tlie first 100 
days of his presidency instituted sivee|>- 
ing economic reforms known as the 
“New Deal." These reforms took .shajie, 
in legislation such ns tlie National 
Recovery Act and the Emergency 
Conservation Work Act. • 

Hie work act fomied the basis for the 
CCC, whicli took young men off the 
streei.s ami into forests, parks and range 
lands. Only California had a greater con- 
centration of CCC camp.s than Idaho, 
and the CCC is a big roa.son national 
forests here are so developed todtiy. 

Many of the young men who enrolled 
in the program were from the East, and 
many had little wilderness ux|>erienco. 

“None of 'em had .seen a shovel or an 
ax,” Draper .said. “Tliey had never even

Goat-packing on Waho s trails

GLENNS FERRY - Stan and Maxine Jones 
of rural Glenns Ferry arc goaC-packing Idaho's 
l,2(X)-mi]c Centennial Trail, a piece at a lime. 

The Joneses, in their early 70s, want to 
keep alive (heir love of hiking-in Idaho’s 
wilderness areas, so they bcg.in about four 
years ago using goats to pack their gear. 

They load their four pack goats and gear 
into a pair of pickup trucks - one pickup for 
each end of the trail - head for mountains 
and spend five or six days virtually alone on 
the often poorly identified Centennial TraiL 
Hie idea for the trail Iwgan in Idaho’s cen- 
tennial year when Idaho Department of Fish 
and Game personnel hiked the 1,200 miles 
from Nevada nearly to the Canadian Ixirder. 
It took 86 days. Hie state tried to est.iblish 
the trail from end to end but lack of money 


hurt its efforts. The National Park Service 
licipcd on portions of the trail, but now it is 
supported liy private groups and volunteers. 

iliis weekend tlic Joneses arc heading north 
for a 3Dmilc segment of the trail throu^i the 
Geonvatcr National Forest, cast of Moscow 
U.S. Highway 12. Their four goats will be 
loaded with about 25-28 pounds of gear cadi, 
olihough they easily could carry heavier loads. 

“They’re our friends," Stan Jones said, “so 
wc don't like to load them down with too 
much sfufl." 

Stan Jones designed and built all the saw- 
bucks, iuimcsses and packs for the goats and 
has refined his designs over many weeks of 
hard u» along rugged trails. Hic packs take 
a beating, he said, and if they are poorly 
designed or constructed hikers can lose an 
imponani piece of comp gear. Stan Jones did 
horse packing in his younger years, and

Draper spent 
his first Christmas away from 
home at the CCC camp.

In addition to their yearly 
Centennial Trail outing the 
Joneses cry to hike \rith the goals 
each week throughout the sum- 
mer, eren if it’s only a day-trip in 
the Bennett Hills north of Glenns 
Ferry. They seldom meet anyone 
on the trail, but once came across 
several Damas grazing in a remote 
high meadow. They never saw the 
owners, who presumably were off 
fishing in a mountain lake. 

Wild animals nes-er have been 
a' problem for the Joneses or 
their giats, in part became their 
lead goat, Vosio, wears a bell. 
Yosio looks after the team, herd- 
ing the others dose together if he 
■senses danger - as on one hike 
when a dog haras.scd the goats. 

The goats “all have different 


"They put bed shect.s over the 
tables for lahleclochs,” he .said. 
"We got an extra apple or some- 
thing, it was nice." 

No one had much time to think 
about home anyway. Everyone 
was kept busy year-round. 

One winter rangers gave the 
men pine seedlings to care for, 
Draper said. 

"We lived with them over the 
winter and if none were dead 
come spring, you got a patch on 
your sleeve for the accomplish- 
ment," he said. 

Because they were working so 
far away from civilization, with 
no way to contact anyone for 
help, the work groups were very 
close-knit, depending on their 


personalities,” Stan Jones said. 
“iVnd they have a buddy system so 
that they pair up and even sleep 
together.” 'llie goals seem to have 
excellent memories, and gel upset 
if the Joneses diange'lheir routine 
in preparing for a hike. 

Despite goats’ bad reputation 
as'troublcmakcrs, Maxine and 


"lead mat)” to keep them out of 
traul)le. ’Hie lead man, a CCC vet- 
eran, knew the wtwds and how to 
survive in the wilderness. 

“We were together everywhere 
we went," Draper said. "If somt*- 
hody had to go to the bathroom, 
everybody went with him. ... We 
didn't want nobody lost." 

But solitude did not dampen 
the young men’s spirits and prac- 
tical joking was commonplace in 
most camps. 

Officers were known lo surprise 
their men. Draper said. During a 
routine physical, a lieutenant 
shocked iiis naked troops when 
his wife, who .stayed at the camp 
with him, siriKie into the iKirracks 
wearing a l)eauiiful reddres.s.

The CCC camps are gone, leas - 
ing behind a legacy of roads, 
buildings and campgrounds. For 
many participants - people like 
Glen Draper, who got a fresh 
Stan in the program - all they 
now neetj is a legacy of memories 
of the CCC.

It’s not expensive, Stan Jones 
says, and if you sum triih a young 
goat it trill Ixtnd trith you in the 
same way a dog bonds with its 
otvner. 

As another benefit, you will 
have a friendly and devoted hik- 
ing companion wlui is naturally at 
home on the steep, nxrky trails of 
Idaho’s higli country.

Simpson thinks 
there are no potential gubernator- 
ial candidates in the wings 
becau.su people believe Batt will 
run again. 

For Simp.son, his decision to 
stand pat means an end to more 
chan two years of traveling to 
countless local COP uvenLs, build- 
ing support among thu party 
faithful h>r a possible siatewide 
campaign. 

“rve gone to un awful lot of 
Lincoln Day banquets. 1 hav>> 
turned down few speaking 
engagement.s,’' he said. 

Simpson pian.s ro run for re- 
election tu the Elouse next year, 
serve the term to complete eij^t 
years a.s House speaker and then 
sit out the 2000 election. He will 
be 52 in 2002, and plans to use his 
nvo-year hiatu-s from public office 
to put him.self in position to run 
for governor. 


'Die downside to that .strategy? 
He will not have a public office to 
nse a.s a platform. But he vows to 
stay active in pany politics to try 
to offset that. 

“You have to find a way to 
keep yourself involved," Simpson 
said. 

Tliat strategy worked perfectly 
for Batt. He retired from the Idtilui 
Senate but wns eleaed state party 
diairman in 1991 and served two 
years in that position, helping 
Republicans rebound from an 
uncharacteristically ptwr showing 
in the 1990 election. He announced 
for thu GOP nomination in 199-1. 

Simpson said liu’s 90 percent 
convinced Batt will seek a .second 
Uitm. One reason is that Batt. as a 
faithful Repultlican, would not 
kucp potential GOP successors ut 
bay this late unless he planned to 
run again. 

“1 don’t think Phil svotild leave 
it up to the last second. Hu of all 
people knows how litird it is to 
put together a campaign," 
Simpson say.s. 

There could be another sce- 
nario. ^^ayi)u Batt and the oilier 
Republican leaders have made

"That isn't Pliil's style,” he 
said. 

The speaker would have run 
for governor in 1994 if Batt 
hadn’t gotten into the race. He 
did some preliminary campaign- 
ing but dropped out once Ban 
announced he was in. 

“Philosophically, Phil Bait and 
I are pretty close. It didn’t make a 
whole lot of .sense to stay in the 
race.” he said. 

Thcre'.s another reason 
Simpson is convinced Bait is 
going to run for a second term: 
The back surgery ilic 70-year-old 
governnr iiad several monih.s ago. 

Since then, Simpson says, “He 
enjoys the job a whole lot more.” 

Bait's public fence-sitting on 
whether to seek a second term 
didn't deter at least one other 
Republican from deciding to run 
for governor.

Defenders of Wildlife, which 
lias used members’ contributions 
to pay for losses to wolves over 
the la.st decade, agreed to pay full 
value for one rancher's calf and 
another’s lamb after Lib tests 
proved the wulf killed them. 

Woman charged 
with abusing boy 
in her custody 

SALT LAKIL OTY (AP) - A 
Salt Lake County woman wiio 
W.LS given cusuAly of a relative’s 
son and daughter by state child 
welfare officials has been 
cliarged ivith raping' and abuiGng 
the “.year-old boy. 

Sharon Kay Chorn, 51, was 
arrested Thursday and booked into 
tile Salt Lake County Jail on 
cliargvs of sexual abuse of a dtild, 
object rape of n child and child 
abuse. Bail wus set at SSO.OOO. 

The alleged victim told investi- 
gators that “Mom Sharon” htid 
allegedly raped him with the han- 
dle of a “thing that you stir with," 
an affidavit said. 

"I guess words really can't 
describe how sickening and .sad 
the story is.” said Randy 
Kipplinger, spokesman for the 
Utah Department of Human 
Services. 1,Thank heaven some- 
body was on their toes and 
reported it.” 

Officials wx-re tipped off alxiui 
the alleged abuse by an emer- 
gency room physician at Primary 
Children’s Hospital who treated 
the boy for his injuries on .\ug. 

22. It was not immediately clear 
wlxi tiHik the boy to the hospital. 

Court documents said tiiat the 
Soil Lake County woman l>ccame j 
angry with the boy because she j 
alleges he had sexually ahu.scd I 
his sister. | 

The charging documents allege 
that the woman “scnick him .sev- 
eral times with a kitchen uten- 
sil,” rapt>d him with the handle of 
the same utensil and then 
“caused his sister to late” him in 
the gnrin. 

Tlic boy oLso told detectives he 
iiii his face on the side of a baih- 
mom tub “as Sharon was pushing 
hLs head under cold water “trying 
to make me die," the sheriff’s 
affidavit said. 


Defenders paid S5-10 for tlie calf 
and SllO for the lamb, said H;mk 
Fischer, the group’s Northern 
Rockies regional representative. 

One of the ranchers, Allen 
Purcell, shot die waif while it wils 
killing his lamb. The killing of 
waives cauglit in the act are legal 
under an exemption to the 
Endangered Spcdcs Act that went 
in place when the wolves were 
reintroduced in Idaiio and 


Yellowstone National Park in 1995. 

That wolf came out of 
Yellowstone. 

Defenders has paid market 
value for every stock animal 
reported killed by wolves so .'ar 
in Idaho, Fischer said. That 
includes three calves valued at 
51,117 near Cascade last summer, 
and 28 lambs and two ewes val- 
ued at $2,660 last fall near 
Wciscr.

Even tifter the Dow Jones industrial average cniised to 10 
new higlis in July, pushing this year’s gains to triple xvluit ’ 
many analy.sts had expected for all of 1^7. confidence lex- 
els were rising. 

A feel-good outlook on infltition, interest nitesand compa- 
ny profits seemed to justify it all, and the Dotv promptly 
zipped to another new higli in the early days of August. A 
month of smooth summer surf seemed in order. 

But the more suitable summenime analogies, it turns out, 
iiavc more to do xrith amusement parks and rollercoasters 
than sun and sand. 

The Dow has fallen about 635 points, or nearly 8 percent^ 
from its Aug. 6 record of 8,259.31, cutting an iinusutiliy 
volatile path along the xvay, including a one-day tumble of 
2-17 points and an unprecedented streak of fix'e consecutix'e 
.sessions xrith a 100-point saving. 

As it turns out, thougii, analysts don't appear terribly 
.ilanned by the volatility, which some contend Ls a return to 
normalcy.

Idaho among die few 
states with lower costs 
than Beehive State 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Utah is in the top third of states 
that have the lowest overall busi- 
ness costs, but among- the top 20 
most expensive for business 
taxes, according to a new study. 

The survey by Regional 
Financial Associates of West 
Chester, Pa., is based on an index 
of the cost of labor, energy, and 
state and local taxes. Lat»r costs 
. account for 75 percent of the 
index, energy 15 percent and 
taxes 10 percent. 

Utah ranked 32nd, mostly due 
to its lower labor costs (which 
ranked 33rd among states) and 
cheaper energy costs (41st). The 
Beehive State ranked 17th for its 
higher busines.s taxes. 

IVyotning was ranked the least 
expensive state (or businesses. 
Along with Wyoming. Utah was

; what it has been historically,” 
said Russ Labrasca, senior vice

“As exaggerated as we think 
the volatility has been, it’s now 
actually back in the historic 
band," he said.

More noteworthy than the 
increased volatility may be the 
discernible flow of money away 
from pricey big-company shares 
into secondaiy names, which sug- 
gests a slower recovery than 
some investors have come to 
expect over the past year.

Why the difference this time 
around? While the prior two 
downturns were dominitcd by 
rumblings about rising inflation 
and interest rates, the market’s 
current malaise seems more an 
expression of uncertainty about 
expensive stock prices, particu- 
larly in the blue-chip sector.

“There’s a new scent to this 
market that smells like a little 
fear," said Robert Freedman, 
chief investment officer for the 
John Hancock Funds.

The sluggishness of these 
stales highlights an important 
element of busincs.s costs and rel- 
ative growth: although low busi- 
ness costs are a near necessity for 
above-average growih, they are 
not sufficient,” Howie said. 

Like Utah, businesses in moun- 
tain states have benefited from 
lower energy costs. However, the 
study raises o caution about the 
effect electrical deregulation 
may have on energy prices. 

“Deregulation could dramati- 
cally alter energy prices, bringing 
prices in every state closer 
together. The high-priced states 
will particularly benefit as their 
prices fall hear to the national 
. average," Howie said.

American Stores’ earnings 
increase despite slow sales 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
iYmerican Stores earnings in the 
second quaner were up from the 
same period last year despite 
rather static sales, which the Salt 
Utke-bosed company’s chairman 
and CEO blamed bn a deflation- 
ary environment. 

Earnings for the quarter 
amounted to S90 million or 33 
cents per share, compared to 
S83.1 million or 28 cents per share 
for the same period last year, the 
food and drug retailer said 
Tuesday. 

Earnings for the first 26 weeks 
of 1997 were 59 cents per share 
before non-recurring charges, 
compared to 50 cents per share in 
1996. Reported earnings for the 
first 26 weeks of 1997 were 45 
cents per share after a one-time 
charge of S47.3 million, 14 cents 
per share after tax, related to a 
secondary stock offering and a 
reserve for the sale of the compa- 
ny's communications subsidiary. 

Comparable store sales 
increased 0.9 percent during the 
second quarter and 1.3 percent 
for tlie first 26 weeks. Totals sales 
incrca,sed 3 percent to S4.8 billion 
for the quaner and 33 percent to 
$9.5 billion for the year-to-date. 

Total operating profit incrca.sed

executive director for the Potato 
Growers of Idaho. “It’s up from 
last year, but a year ago we’d 
come off a very short crop." 

Chapman said inventories at 
the end of the next quarter will 
give a better indication of market 
strength.

All told, steady progress has been 
made in the battle against these dis- 
eases ailecting children and adults.

You can prove the answer like this: Say 
instead that it takes one man 6 days to 
paint a house, and it takes another man 3 
days to paint the same house. Working 
together, it would take them 2 days, be- 
cause ihc first fellow would finish 1/3 
(2/6) of the house in that amount of lime, 
while the second fellow would finish the 
other 2/3 of the house. 

So, in your problem, the first fellow 
would finish I .^3/5 of the house while the 
second fellow would finish the other 
1 .875/3 of the house.

Jamc.s Carlin wa.s surprised to find 
himself lobbying the governor to pay 
for a program that he had thought of a.s 
a luxury. Meanwhile. Reggie Branch 
WO.S taking stock of the public library 
in Chelsea. “I’m an avid reader.” she 
.said. “I was convinced there had to be 
a way to keep the library-open." 

The prospca.s did not look good. ”Wc 
had no money.” said Bob Collins, the 
library director. "I got back from vaca- 
tion one day in 1991, and somebody 
told me. 'You don’t have a job. They’re 
closing ilic library. The city's bankrupt.’” 

• Then Reggie Branch came calling. 

’T said. ‘Okay, wc can keep this go- 
ing. ’".Branch recalled. She canva.sscd 
the community to find out when the li- 
brary was most heavily u.sed, .shonened 
the hours accordingly and then hired 
high .school students as parl-timc work- 
ers to lower costs. Branch then focused 
on the library budget. She found fund.s 
that were poorly inve.sled and used, and 
set about straightening out the financial 
books. "They didn't even luve any com- 
puierh.” she told me. "We got them eight" 

As a re.sult of hereffoits. the library 
never clo.sed. In-sleod. it im been able to 
return to a full .schedule over the last .six 
years and to increo.se its budget for buy- 
ing books. "I knew we could do it." 
Branch told me. 

Two years ago, when the Massa- 
chusetts Infomtation Technology Center 
opened, James Carlin a.sked state law- 
makers to pass a bill dedicating its foy- 
er to Regina Branch. Tlic plaque there 
is a kind of reward and thank-you to her 
for persuading state oiTicials.io build 
the centralized computer center in Oicl- 
sea and for persuading city officials to 
build the first new schools since 1924. 

Branch, 5S. returned to Chelsea this 
spring to'show me around die city. As wc 
walked, wc tan into Liz McBride, head 
of the school committee, who reported 
that Qiclsca's .schools have a new prob- 
lem. Branch looked concerned, "Tlic 
schools are .so good now.” slic said, "peo- 
ple are faking residency to try to get their 
kid.s in.” Branch broke into a wide grin. 

Chelsea is now out of bankruptcy. Guy 
Sontagdte, a former bank executive, has 
taken ovcrasciiy manager. Chelsea spar- 
kles with clean .streets and fresh paint, 
but Sontagatc told me things might look 
very dificrent today if it weren’t for Reg- 
gie Branch. "The carly-childhood pro- 
gram would have died if she hadn't kept 
pashing.” he said.

Somalia is an arrowliead- 
shaped nation occupyin^the 
Horn of Africa, bordered by 
Koiya and Ethiopia. Its 10 mil- 
lion citizens belong to six ma- 
jor clans. Colonized at differ- 
ent times by France. Britain 
and Italy, the Somalis share a 
culture and language but nev- 
er had a countiy until 1 960.
